and contended that his leaving his 
place of employment and his bor- 
rowing the charcoal removed hh 
right to compensation. 


Judge Stevens upheld the award 


and held that it was Van Lara's duty 
to his master as well as himself to 
protect himself from 
unnecessary 


cold; that the fact that the fuel was 
taken from another contractor with- 
out his consent did not enter into 
the situation; that it was not the 
taking of the charcoal tut the bui,d- 
ing of a fire which caused his death, 
and that the result would have bei-i 
the same if the charcoal had been 
supplied by his employer.
